Mr. Mar­ 
shall declared that until all men 
are of good will wars will 
not 
cease unless nations desire peace 
at any price. 
He said the 
al­ 
lies and the United States could 
go very far toward 
promoting 
peace, but predicted that unless 
reciprocal trad*? agreements 
are 
made between these associate na­ 
tions existing 
cordial 
relations 
cannot last. 
Urging extension of the Amer­ 
ican merchant marine he voiced 
opposition to government owner­ 
ship but declared it preferable to 
a ship subsidy.

This 
last was th e seat of the legislature 
a t the tim e of

fee H o u ses” or restau ran ts.

their sh irts and helm ets. 
I re ­ 
m em ber w hen each com pany had 
their election for 
officers, 
afte r 
it was over, in a body, headed by 
a hand of music, 
they 
would 
m arch to some saloon which w as 
th eir headquarters, an d there cel­ 
ebrate. 
After a fire was over, 
headed by a leader, they would 
m arch back to their several head 
q u a rte rs singing a t the top of 
th e ir voices the p o p u lar songs of 
th a t day. 
New Orleans at th is time, had 
a w ater departm ent, b u t the w at­ 
er was m uddy and u n fit for any­ 
th in g but boilers a n d flushing 
purposes. 
D rinking 
water, an d 
w ate r for domestic purposes, was 
procured through la rg e wooden 
cisterns, reaching fro m the top of 
the 
houses 
to 
g ro u n d 
below. 
These cisterns being open, were 
good breeding places 
for 
m os­ 
quitoes. 
T h ere was no sew erage system, 
although one had been u n d erta k ­ 
en. 
At tho tim e I fliest saw 
New 
O rleans, th e people did not re ­ 
m ain in the city d u rin g tho su m ­ 
m er, an d nearly all th e business 
houses w ere closed during 
th e 
su m m er 
season. 
T h e 
custom 
was to ea t only two m eals a day. 
T hey breakfasted a b o u t eight or 
nine o ’clock, and 
dined 
about 
half p ast three or four. 
T he residences w ere protected 
by high iron fences, or by high 
brick walls, with a bell at the gat© 
en terin g into tho w all or fence. 
Galleries, or porches, reaching 
from th e first story to the roof, so 
one could go out on each floor, 
was th e style. 
They called the sidew alks ban­ 
q u e t . 
I have been w ritin g about th e 
New O rleans of yesterday, now for 
th e New Orleans of today. 
N ew O rleans today is a rustling 
b u stlin g city, and 
m uch better 
and m uch different, to what it 
w as thirty-six years ago. 
N orth­ 
ern capital and n o rth e rn people 
have gotten hold of things, and 
today things are on th e jump. 
T h ere are b u t few boats in th e 
riv er now, and no river travel. 
W h e th e r th a t is b e tte r than th e 
old way, I am not prepared to say. 
T he old open g u tte rs and can­ 
als in th e streets, h av e given way 
to a fine sewerage system. 
T he 
g reat 
flat stones which 
paved th e streets h av e been cov­ 
ered over with asphalt, and now 
New O rleans 
has 
som e 
quiet, 
sm ooth streets. 
T he old St. C harles hotel b u rn ­ 
ed dow n, and a la rg e r and 
finer 
St. C harles stands on the site; 
while m any more la rg e and up to 
date hotels accom m odate the trav ­ 
eling public. 
Tho 
Grunewald, 
M ontebon, Desoto, 
Commercial, 
Lafayette, and m any smaller ho­ 
tels, w ith rooming houses galore. 
The H otel Royal, o r St. Louis, 
has been dem olished, though an 
attem p t was made to preserve it 
as an auditorium .
